EPWORTH LEAGUE STARTED
EIGHT YEARS AGO. '

The President of the Chapter, James
G. EGhepherd, Delivered an Able
Address Telling of the Needs of
the Bociety—Rev. C. M. Giffin, D.
D., the Pastor, Preached a Sermon
on “Being the Head and Not the
Tail,” in Which He Urged a More
Practical Christianity.

The cighth anniversary of the ea-
tablighment of the Epworth League
was appropriately observed last night
in the Elm Park church, when the
pastor, Rev, C. M. GIMin, D. D,
preached a special germon after the
president of the church chapter, James
G. Shepherd, had delivered a brief ad-
dress,

Mr, S8hepherd painted out that there
are at present L000,000 active members
and the soclety s Incrensing ot
the rute aof three chapters ™
day. “This organization i« not
a fad,” sald he, “it is dally concreting
Chrlstian doctrine Into real service."
There are In attendance at the weokly
meetings of the Elm Park chapter, he
sald, an average of over 200 members,

"This organization,” said he In con-
clugion, “lg shuping the theology of
tomorrow. It teaches young men and
young women to bhe active, aggressive
and Intensely spiritual. I desire to
say to my fellow members tha! we
muse! act with the same 2eal and the
same earnesiness as did our fore-
fathers of old.

“We must be out on the firing line
at all times Hke the wounded soldier
whom Colonel Ronsevelt sent to the
hospital, but who was found ten min-
utes later in Lhe thick o the fray,
and who when asked why he aldn't go
to the hospital gaid. ‘1 couldnt find |t
sir) God grant  that all Epworth
Leuguers may never lank for the hos-
pital and alwoays keep In the front
rank when there is fighting to be
done."

DR, GIFFIN'SE SERMON

Rev. Dr. Giflin preached one of his
characteristically forcible and earnest
sermons, taking as his theme, “Being
the Head and Not the Tall.” He sald
thiat he found this pecullar text in the
Sceriptures and in proof thereof read
the thirteenth verse of the twenty-
cighth vhapter af Denteronomy.
Among other things he said:

"1 suppose Lthere are very few whao
are contented to be at the end of the
processlon. It s of course aqulte an
honar to have any place in the divine
procesgion, but there |8 no reason why
we ghould not lubor for  leadership,
We should never in this complex civ-
ilization forego God's care, In all
ages He has sald, "Work for Me and
walt for Me and 1 will ralse you.'

“The proper way (o do is to do your
biggest ufter being vour biggest. To
be good doeg not necessurlly mean
that you cannot be great. There Is a
possibility that this  evolutlionary
growth may become an overgrowlh,
and that you may become concelted,
and do Inestimable damage to those
about you., Those who are thus con-
celted forget that to be the head Is to
be the helper: to be UHke the words of
your motto, ‘lft up.’

“You young men and women must
not be willing to go out and sleep on
the dump, fAguratively speaking, in
this land of opportunity. You
be earnest and aggressive and you
mugl get your standard adjusted to
God's standard Instead of expecting
God to adjust His standardmto yours.

LIQUOR DEALERS MEET..

The Licinsed Ligquor Dealers' asso-
clation, which wae formed Friday
night with a membership of ninety-
one, met agaln yvesterday afternoon in
Durr's hall, and added fourteen mem-
bera to its rolls, Pnil Coyne, Fred
Durr and J. J. Padden, the commit-
tee that walted on E. B, Sturges, re-
ported the result of the Interview and
advised the nssociation that the cru-
saders werp very much In earnest and
that whatever was to be done by the
association should be done with that
idea fAirmly In mind., That it {8 not to
be & temporary aftalr was evidenced,
they sald, by the fact that the agont
of the crusaders, Mr. Wilgon, has been
engaged by the year, and it is pro-
posed to Keep him at work till the
purpose of the union ig accomplighwl,

The rest of their report was in Hne
with  the following necount of the
moeeting, approved for publication hy
Mr, Sturges:

Mr. Sturges stated that a committen
af the licensed dealers called upon
him, but declined to glve uny special
detallg, except to say that they ex-
pressed the willingness of the asso-
clation and thelr own desire to obey
the law In all respects, and they of-
fered to co-operate with the Men's
union in any effort to secure the ob-
sorvance of the law and to cloge un-
licensed housres, They expressed, par-
ticulierly, the feeling, which Is un-
doubtedly just, that It was an absolute
outraze that afte; paying & large H-
cenge fee they should not be pro-
tected by the paid officials of Lacka-
wannia couniy,

WHAT HE TOLD THEM

Mr. Sturges toll them that one of
the prinecipal objects of this movement
wis to compel the offivials to do ahelr
duty; that thers was no malice against
any ons and that if the oest results
could be ebtained by not pushing the
Heensed dealers, It was possible the
progecutors and the court might con-
sent to such an arrangement. But it
would be necessary that the prosecu-
tors should recelve absolute and sat-
isfactory pledges that the law would
be kept herenfter and that the 1
censged dealers would ald the prosecu-
tors in compelling the county officials
to do their duty, and close places
whora the law is persistently violated,

Mr, Sturges expressed n declded un-
willingtegs to have one or two partics
whose blils had been lgnored, Includ-
ed in any such arrangement. He stat-
ed that the evidence against those
parti=s was the same ng against otn-
ers, and even more complete, sand he
fact that these bille had been Ignored
| proved almost conclusively that they
had been tampering with some of the
grand jurymen; in fact, he had ul-
| ready securcd evidence amainst one
or two partics. This tampering with
jurors he belleves to be far worse
than stling liguor illegally, and these
personsg will be followed to the bitter
end,

FRAND JURY IN SESSION.

The fact that the grand jury Is still
In sesslon may result in a demand
upon the crusaders for the evidencose
they «claim to have of thelr having
been tampered with, There are cor-
tainly men on the jury who will nat
rest easy under an aspersion of this
kind, coming from a man af Mr, Stur-
ges' standing, and if It is within the
scope of thelr authority, the chances
are they will take some steps to In-
vestigate themselves, 8o to gpeak.

The final report of the jury will be
